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DISTRICT CONFERENCE REPRESENTATION. 

The following law was adopted by the Conference in session at Gallatin, Tenn., Oc- 
tober 24, 1904: 

“ The District Conference, in addition to its clerical delegates provided for in the law 
of the Church, shall be composed of the Recording Steward, the Trustees of District 
Parsonage Property, and one delegate for every one hundred members; provided, that 
each pastoral charge shall be entitled to two delegates, to be elected by the Quarterly 
Conference at its first or second session of each Conference year.” 

RULES OF ORDER FOR 1903. 

1. The regular hour of meeting shall be 8:30, and adjourn at 12. A majority of those 
present and voting may extend the session temporarily, but the hour of meeting shall not 
be changed except by a two-thirds vote. Special afternoon or evening sessions may be 
ordered by a majority vote. 

2. The presiding officer shall cause the session to be opened promptly with divine 
service, and after the reading and approval of the journal the Chair shall call the disci- 
plinary questions according to his discretion, subject to the order of the day. 

3. Special committees ordered by the Conference shall be appointed by the Chair, un- 
less otherwise provided for. 

4. When the report of a committee is under discussion, a representative of the com- 
mittee shall have the right to close the discussion, and the call of the previous question 
shall be subject to that right. 

5. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the 
Conference. When such appeal is taken, the person making the appeal shall be allowed 
to state the ground of his appeal, and the Chair the ground of his decision. Otherwise 
than this, the vote shall be taken without debate. 

6. Every resolution shall be in writing, signed by at least two members, and every 
substitute and amendment or report of a committee shall be in writing. 

7. A report, resolution, or other paper shall be considered in possession of the Con- 
ference when it has been presented to and received by the Conference and read by the 
Secretary, and such document cannot be withdrawn without the consent of a majority 
of the Conference present and voting. 

8. In the disposition of matter before the Conference, the following motions shall have 
p»"ccedence: (i) The previous question. (2) Lie on the table. (3) Postpone to definite 
time. (4) Commit. (5) Amend. (6) Substitute. (7) Indefinite postponement. (8) It 
shall be in order to offer an amendment to an amendment, and one amendment to a 
substitute. Should a motion assume this shape, the order of voting shall be as follows: 
(a) On the amendment to the amendment; (b) on the amendment, thus perfecting the 
main question; (c) on the amendment to the substitute; (d) on the substitute; (e) on 
the main question. 

9. Every member shall, when desiring to speak, arise from his seat and respectfully 
address the President, and shall not be interrupted when .speaking Unless called to order 
by the President or by a member of the Conference through the President. By permis- 
sion of the Conference a member may explain, if he claims to be misrepresented. 

TO. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor more than 
fifteen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any member 
speak more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. Every member who is within the bar when a question is put shall vote, unless the 
Conference excuse him. No member shall be allowed to vote who is not within the bar 
when the question is put. 

12. Whenever a member shall move the “previous question,” the Chair shall demand, 
“Shall the question now be put?” and the vote on such motion shall be taken without 
debate. If a majority of the members voting sustain the call, the Chair shall put the 
question then pending without debate, except as provided in Rule 4. See No. 8 (l) 
and (2). 

13. A motion to reconsider may be made on the day of the vote or the next day after 
(immediately after the reading of the journal) by any member who voted with the 
majority. 

14. On demand of one-fifth of the members of the Conference, a recorded vote by 
yeas and nays shall be taken. 

15. A motion to adjourn made by a member entitled to the floor shall always be in 

order, and shall be taken without debate. * 

16. These rules shall not be changed or suspended except by a majority of two-thirds 
of all the members present and voting.

To the Bishop and Members of the Tennessee Conference. 

Dear Brethren: After my Christian salutation, I wish to inform you that my physical 
condition is anything but encouraging. My power of locomotion has declined until a 
walk of two or three blocks exhausts me. In the early part of the year I preached about 
three times. My voice has become so treacherous at times that I have been compelled to 
decline invitations to speak. I hardly dare indulge the hope to rally the forces of Christ 
around his standard as of yore. It has cost me a fearful struggle to say in my heart, 
“Thy will be done.” But now I can say, in the language of another: 

“Amid my list of blessings infinite 
Stands this the foremost, that my heart has bled.” 

I am resting on the Rock of Ages, to which I climbed when a boy; there I am fixed. I 
have never felt that Rock shake under me, though I have sometimes shaken with fear 
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while on the Rock. Amongst the many facts which inspire my soul are these: that God 
has love, and I have faith. Have I not a right to anticipate a final victory, and say, in 
the language of another: 

“ I shall see my Pilot face to face, 

When I have crossed the bar? ” 

In hope of greeting you, one and all, in the great beyond, I am your fellow-servant 
in Christ Jesus, John Mathews.

I. JOINT BOABD OF FINANCE. 

Report No. 1,

received by us as the annual income from the funds in the hands of said Board, and 
which is carried by us to the fund for distribution at the present session of this 
Conference. The report has been examined, and is approved by us, and is brought 
before the Conference for any further action that may be desired. 

Report No. 2. 

We submit herewith the action of the Quarterly Conference of the Lebanon 
Circuit, Lebanon District, in regard to the parsonage property purchased from the 
proceeds of a lease of the John Seay property belonging to this Conference for the 
benent of said circuit, with our recommendation that the request of said Quarterly 
Conference be granted, and that the trustees of the Seay property be requested to 
take the proper steps to put the title of the said parsonage property, purchased as 
above indicated, in trustees to be appointed by said Quarterly Conference. 

To the Joint Board of Finance of the Tennessee Annual Conference, in Session at Gallatin, Tenn. 

We respectfully show that some years ago there was given to the Tennessee 
Annual Conference by the will of the Rev. John Seay, deceased, certain property 
situated in the bounds of and for the benefit of the Lebanon Circuit of said Con- 
ference. This property was not suitable in many respects for occupation by the 
preachers in charge, so that about six years ago, by the consent of the trustees 
appointed by the Annual Conference for said property, the same was leased out 
for the term of twenty years, and with the proceeds of this lease a parsonage was 
purchased at Leeville, Tenn., for said circuit, and the title to said property was 
taken in the names of the trustees who had been appointed by the Annual Confer- 
ence to look after the Seay bequest.

Your Committee on Church Property would recommend that the rule adopted at 
the Annual Conference in Shelbyville in 1883, and which has been the law since, 
be so amended as to read: “The District Conference, in addition to its clerical dele- 
gates provided for in the law of the Church, shall be composed of the recording stew- 
ard, the trustees of district parsonage property, and one delegate for every one hun- 
dred members; provided that each pastoral charge shall be entitled to two delegates, 
the delegates to be elected by Quarterly Conference at its first or second session of 
each Conference year.” We would state that according to the reports of the pastors 
and presiding elders, as compiled by the statistical secretary of the Conference, there 



has been an increase in the number of churches and an increase in the ij^umber of 
parsonages, and an increase in the aggregate value of the same. We recommend that

IV. THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD, 




We are gratified to report an advance in all Sunday school interests. The larger 
amount of money contributed for the cause and the better work done in our 
schools evidence a growing interest in this departmeht of the Church. 

The increased amount contributed on Children’s Day, and the enlarged contribu- 
tions for missions by the Sunday schools, indicate that our people are beginning 
to realize that the Sunday school is a potent factor in advancing the cause of Chris- 
tian education and in spreading gospel holiness through the land. During the 
year we have placed libraries in a number of Sunday schools, and have aided and, 
in most instances, furnished the entire literature for ninety-four schools. We have 
not refused a single proper application, and we stand ready to furnish libraries and 
periodical literature to all our needy Sunday schools making the prop'er application 
for same. 

The Board will furnish Children’s Day programmes to all our schools applying 
for them. Address applications for aid to Mr. Len K. Hart, Secretary, Nashville, 
Tenn. Application blanks for aid may be procured from him, or from the Publish- 
ing House. All applications for aid should be made upon these blanks. That there 
may be a uniform system in reporting the number of Sunday school scholars, all 
who have been enrolled during the year should be enumerated. 

The Board is planning to hold an Institute during the year in every presiding 
elder’s district, conducted by Dr. H. M. Hamill, and assisted by Mrs. Hamill. We 
trust that we shall have the cooperation of our presiding elders, pastors, and super- 
intendents. 

We commend the Teachers’ Study Circle to our pastors and superintendents. 

It is the duty of all our schools to take a collection every Sunday for the purpose of 
buying their literature, except that the collection of one Sunday in each month be 
paid to the preacher in charge as missionary money, which may be credited on his 
missionary assessment. The Sunday school scholars should be trained to give, so 
that a generation may be reared which shall consider it a reproach not to con- 
tribute to the support of the institutions of the Church. We recommend the dis- 
tribution in the Sunday school of missionary literature. 

Our schools should use our own literature, and each teacher should be furnished 
with the Sunday School Magazine, and we should endeavor to place the Visitor in 
every family represented in the school. 

The superintendents should consider the importance of Decision Day, in which the 
members of the school may be given an opportunity to publicly express their deter- 
mination to lead a Christian life. Let it not be forgotten that the great object of the 
Sunday school is to bring the children to Christ and to prepare them to become 
intelligent and useful members of the Church. 

The Executive Committee is directed to appoint one delegate and alternate from 
each presiding elder’s district to their District Conferences. 

With gratitude to our Heavenly Father for past successes and invoking his aid and 
asking the cheerful cooperation of our preachers, we enter upon the work of the new 
year determining with larger experience to accomplish more in the future than in 
the past.

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V. BOARD OF EDUCATION, 

The Board of Education has heard with pleasure the report of Dr. J. D. Ham- 
mond, Secretary of Education, concerning the general work of his Board during 
the past year. It calls attention to the remarkable and gratifying increase in con- 
tributions to education throughout our Church during the past four years, the 
amount contributed to this cause the past year being nearly twice as much as it 
was four years ago. That the General Board of Education is doing much to im- 
prove our educational system and also to develop an educational conscience among 
our people is evident to all who are familiar with its work. We welcome into our 
homes and into our Churches all the helpful and healthful literature which the 
General Board of Education is circulating throughout the Church, thus stirring up 
our preachers and people to take a more active interest in the cause of education. 
The efforts of the General Board of Education to aid Paine Institute in its plans for 
building up a theological department for the special training of young ministers 
for the colored people are worthy of our encouragement and support. 

Vanderbilt University and Other Schools. 

The reports for the past year from Vanderbilt University give evidence of con- 
tinued prosperity. Nearly eight hundred students were enrolled in the seven differ- 
ent departments of the University, eighty-three of these being young ministers. 
Four of these ministerial students were from the bounds of this Conference. With 
the large number of excellent training schools in the bounds of this Conference pre- 
paring young men for Vanderbilt University, and with ample helping funds avail- 
able both in the Conference and at the University for aiding all worthy candidates 
for the ministry, we feel that practically all of our young ministers should avail 
themselves of the superior educational advantages offered by these institutions, 
before entering the active work of the ministry. A large number of schools located 
within the territory of this Conference, although not owned by the Church, are 
under the control of members of our Church, and are in every way worthy of our 
indorsement and patronage. We desire to express our continued appreciation of the 
favors which these schools are extending to our young men studying for the min- 
istry, and to our preachers in the education of their children. This Conference, 
as is well known, owns a small amount of stock in the Clarksville Female Academy. 
This institution is now in charge of Rev. J. W. Repass, a member of this Conference, 
who has associated with himself a faculty of cultured Christian teachers fully capa- 
ble of doing thorough work in the education of all young ladies who are committed 
to their care and training. We commend this school to the consideration of 
parents who have daughters to be educated. We deplore the loss by fire within the 
last few days of Martin College, at Pulaski, presided over by Rev. B. F. Haynes, of 
this Conference. We have learned indirectly that it is the purpose of the Trustees 
to rebuild at an early day. 

Monterey School. 

We have carefully examined into the situation at Monterey, Tenn., with reference 
to the best disposition to make of our school property located there. The Executive 
Committee of the Board of Education, acting under instructions from the Board, 
visited Monterey the past year, and consulted with the presiding elder, the pastor 
in charge, and a number of the leading citizens of the place, including all but one 
of those who originally donated the property, and there was practical unanimity 
among us all that the wisest and best course for our Church to pursue under exist- 
3 
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ing circumstances is to turn the property over to the local authorities. The prop- 
erty is worth now several times as much as it was when it was given to the Church 
to be used for school purposes. That it is a most suitable location for a local public 
school is evident to all who have examined the situation. There is, however, more 
laftd than is needed for the purposes of a merely local public school. We feel that 
it is but proper and right that the Board of Education of our Conference should be 
reimbursed for the money which it has expended upon the school building (about 
$400), at least to the extent of what may be considered the present value of those 
improvements, or about $250. We recommend, therefore, that the Trustees of this 
Conference (or other proper parties representing the Church) be here and now 
authorized to execute such papers as may be necessary to a legal transfer oi this 
property to the company w'hich originally donated it to the Church whenever they 
shall pay into the hands of said Trustees (or other proper parties) the sum of 
$250, and shall give satisfactory assurance that they will set apart for perpetual use 
as a public school in the town of Monterey not less than two acres of ground, in- 
cluding that on which the building now stands. The original donors will still, 
we are glad to know, have left for themselves a number of lots worth considerably 
more than the entire donation was valued at when it was given to the Church, 
some years ago. 



The Cokresponuence School. 

The report of Rev. J. L. Cuninggim, director of the Correspondence School, gives 
evidence of the great success of this department of the educational work of our 
Church. The school has now, at the end of its second year, enrolled as many as 
453 young ministers in its classes. Four hundred and nine of these have carried 
on undergraduate courses of study and forty-four have been enrolled in the post- 
graduate class. Eighteen members of this Conference are enrolled among these 
students of the Correspondence School. Most gratifying expressions of appreciation 
of the work of this school are heard on every hand, not only from the large number 
of young ministers who have been enrolled as students, but from the Examining 
Committees throughout the Church, into whose hands all the examination papers 
and grades are committed for their scrutiny and approval before the students are 
allowed to pass. We desire not only to express our appreciation of the work of this 
school, but to urge all our young ministers in the Conference to take advantage of 
the assistance and guidance which it offers in the prosecution of their studies. 



The Summer Institute. 



The Summer Institute of biblical and theological study is now correlated with the 
Correspondence School. The last session of the Institute had an attendance of some- 
thing over a hundred ministers. Most of these were from the Tennessee Conference, 
though six or eight other Conferences also had representatives present. The Insti- 
tute has had no income whatever up to the present except what has been secured by 
the private subscriptions of a few interested friends. We have so far had only such 
speakers and lecturers to appear on our programme as could be secured without 
cost. The Board of Directors have felt that it was wise to adopt the plan of some 
of the other Institutes of the Church that have been especially successful, and invite 
two or three of the most distinguished scholars and divines of the country to spend 
three or four days each with us delivering a series of addresses and discourses 
prepared with special reference to our needs. To do this will subject the Institute 
to some expense, to meet which it has been decided by the Board of Directors to 
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make a small charge for membership in the Institute hereafter. This has been 
fixed ^ three dollars. All speakers and lecturers who live in the city of Nashville 
will hereafter, as heretofore, most gladly give their services free of charge. It is 
confidently expected that under this new arrangement the Board of Directors will 
be able to provide the most attractive programme that has ever been arranged 
for the entertainment, instruction, edification, and inspiration of all who attend. 

. University Extension Lectures. 

We would also call attention to a third department which has recently been added 
to the Correspondence School — the University Extension Course of Lectures. This 
department offers some twelve or fifteen different courses, some of which are suitable 
for meetings arranged by pastors with their people, others for District Conferences, 
others for gatherings of ministers at institutes and elsewhere. These can be se- 
cured at small cost to those interested. We would ask our pastors to examine into 
this new feature of the work of the Correspondence School, and see if they may not 
utilize it to advantage in their pastoral charges. 

Conference Lectures. 

The Board of Education feels that some work of this kind can be done to advan- 
tage at the sessions of our Annual Conference, and would recommend that they be 
authorized to invite some distinguished divine and scholar to deliver a series of from 
three to five discourses or addresses on some subject of great importance and interest 
to all who are in attendance upon the Conference, but of especial value to our mim 
isters. The main purpose of these addresses shall be to quicken the spiritual life of 
our preachers and people while presenting and developing some great Christian 
truth or setting forth the need of some important form of Christian activity. We 
ask that three o’clock in the afternoon of each day or some other suitable hour be 
set apart for these addresses. 

t 

Woman’s College at Nashville. 

The Board of Education feels that there is great need in this Conference and 
throughout our Church generally for a college for young ladies located in the city 
of Nashville. The work which Vanderbilt University stands ready to do and is 
doing for more advanced students is not meeting the widespread need of which we 
speak. The time seems ripe for encouraging a movement of this kind. A well- 
conducted female college in the city of Nashville owned and controlled either by the 
Church or by members oi our Church would not only be a source of great strength 
to Methodism in the city, and meet the needs of Methodist parents residing there, 
but would be welcomed by the entire Church, and especially by all Methodist parents 
living in the bounds of the Tennessee Conference. We recommend this movement 
to the friends of Christian education within our bounds, and express the hope that 
the way may be opened at an early day for the establishment of such an institution. 

Training School for Christian Workers. 

We desire to give our indorsement to the Training School for Christian Workers 
that has been projected by the Board of Missions, and which is to be held in Nash- 
ville the coming winter. 

Helping Funds. 

The Board of Education is using the money at its command to aid cur preachers 
in the education of their daughters and sons, and all worthy students preparing 
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for the ministry. Also where our young preachers are receiving a salary too small 
and inadequate to meet their needs the Board stands ready to pay the small fees 
connected* with the prosecution of their work in the Correspondence School and the 
Summer Institute. 

y" The Twentieth Century Fund. 

The Twentieth Century Fund of this Conference, amounting to something over 
$6,000, has been invested during the past year at six per cent interest. This invest- 
ment is protected by first mortgage on Nashville real estate. One thousand dollars 
of this amount is the undirected donation of Dr. D. C. Kelley. The receipts from 
subscriptions for the past year amount to $727.50, all but $30 of which was specially 
directed to the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University. 

Recommendations. 

We recommend that the election of Rev. J. W. Repass to the presidency of Clarks- 
ville Female Academy by the Board of Trustees be approved by this Conference, and 
that he be appointed thereto by the presiding bishop. Also that Rev. B. F. Haynes 
be appointed to the presidency of Martin College, and that M. C. Rowland be ap- 
pointed as a student in the Branham and Hughes School, at Spring Hill.

The Board of Missions recommend the appointment of Dr. D. C. Kelley as Con- 
ference Missionary Secretary. 

Report No. 2. 

Your Board of Missions notes with pleasure that this has been a year of pros- 
perity along many lines of missionary activity. Six out of ten presiding elders’ 
districts have paid their assessments in full, and yet our receipts show a falling off 
as compared with last year, due to a decrease in assessments, and possibly to a 
redistribution of some on our various districts. We are glad to believe that our 
receipts are not the result of a strenuous commercialism, but of a conscientious 
performance of Christian duty. 

There is an increase of assessments for foreign missions of ten per cent over last 
year, due to a like assessment upon the entire Church made by the Board of Mis- 
sions by order of the General Conference. 

We note with pleasure and pride the great work being done by our good women 
in their Foreign and Home Mission Societies, and by our juvenile workers. We 
hereby pledge them our hearty indorsement and cooperation; we also express our 
gratitude for the work done by our Sunday schools and Epworth Leagues, but urge 
them to greater and better organized effort. In this connection let us urge upon all 
our pastors and official brethren to press upon the consciences of our people every- 
where the importance of rallying to this great fundamental and constructive prin- 
ciple of the kingdom of God. 

Your Board does most heartily indorse the Missionary Training School inaugu- 
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I 

is rated by our General Board of Missions, and recommend the appointment of Rev. 

J E. McCulloch as instructor in this school. To this institution our Conference 
Board has pledged ten scholarships for the benefit of our Conference, to be provided 
for by special donations, placing the matter in the hands of the Executive Com- 
raittee.

VII. EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD, 

Your Epworth League Board is happy to report a quickening of interest in League 
work throughout the whole connection. The activity of the League is greater than 
ever before, it is being organized upon more practical and systematic lines of work, 
and the energy and enthusiasm of our young people are being conserved and given 
proper direction. The number of Leagues in the Tennessee Conference is 76, and the 
number of members 2,563. The League is coming to be recognized as an indispensa- 
ble spiritual force in many places, and therefore as a necessity. We have not as many 
Chapters in our Conference as we should have. One reason for this is that our 
pastors have either organized on too large a scale or have been afraid to organize 
because they could not run a League in all its departments. Experience has taught 
us that our best Leagues have grown from small beginnings; we therefore commend 
the following plan to pastors for the organization of new Leagues. Wherever ten 
young people can be induced to join, get them to subscribe for the Era, and let them 
begin by meeting once a week for the study of the “Bible Culture Course,” which 
appears in the Em each week. Beginning thus with one department, they can grad- 
ually take up the work of the others. In this connection we cannot too highly com- 
mend the work being done by our General Secretary and his assistant in our League 
paper. Let the Leagues labor to extend its circulation, and let them not forget to 
send the “Ten-Cent Assessment,” as the oflice is largely dependent upon this for 
incidental expenses. 

We call the attention of both pastors and Leaguers to the new department organ- 
ized by the General Board last May — the “Department of Mission Study.” Litera- 
ture fully describing the work of this department may be had upon application to 
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the general office or to the office of the Board of Missions. The next International 
Conference will be held at Denver in July, 1905, and the Seashore Assembly the first 
week in August. These gatherings are both educational and stimulative, and are 
well worth the attention of our young people. We had last June at Dickson the be^t 
Annual League Conference we have ever had, and with your consent and authority 
we shall plan larger things for the coming year. This Conference has always been 
held under your direction. We therefore recommend that you confirm the election 
of the following officers who shall have charge of the same, and that you give them 
your hearty cooperation and support: President, I. G. Campbell, of West End Church, 
Nashville; First Vice President, T. C. Hagsdale; Secretary, Paul B. Kern.

VIII. SABBATH OBSERVANCE, 

Your Committee on Sabbath Observance report that the papers submitted to them 
concerning the International Congress on Sabbath Rest show that this Congress 
was apppointed to be held October 11, 12, 13, and 14, and that it is now too lato 
to send delegates to this body, as the Conference has been requested. 

All religious people should be concerned in regard to two things concerning the 
Sabbath question. First, the people of our Church and our country should be 
aroused to the necessity of preventing further desecration of the Sabbath. Our zeal 
with regard to this ought to be according to knowledge — remembering the words of 
our Lord; “The Sabbath was made for man, and not man for the Sabbath.” No 
further inroads should be allowed to be made upon the blessed privilege of Sabbath 
rest, which is a sacred right of working people. 

In the second place, an earnest effort should be made to restore to those who have 
been deprived of it the right to rest and worship one day in seven. To this end 
we urge that our pastors preach upon this subject, and if possible get our people 
to read literature with regard to it. J. W. Cherry, Chairman;

IX. TEIVEPERANCE, 

Your Committee on Temperance beg leave to report. We are gratified by the 
wholesome and beneficent results that have followed the enactment of stringent and 
timely temperance laws. 

There are only seventeen towns in twelve counties in Tennessee where the Adams 
law is not in operation. We express the most earnest hope that this law may soon 
become effective in all the State, and we pray that the saloon curse may be driven 
from our cities and all the larger towns. 

We consider it important that all possible influence be exerted to secure legisla- 
tion which will make it a criminal offense to bring ardent spirits into communities 
that are protected by the Adams law, and to punish severely any one engaging in 
what is commonly called the “jug trade.” 

We express most earnestly our reprobation of the cigarette habit, which is grow- 
ing to be an alarming evil among our young men, and even boys of tender years. 

As Christian ministers and laymen we should be diligent by all firm and persistent 
effort to save our homes from this terrible habit. 

We earnestly indorse the efforts that are now being made by the State Anti- 
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Saloon League in behalf of temperance, an*d we heartily reaffirm all the utterances 
of our previous Conferences in past years in reference to this great question. 

We as a committee recommend to the Annual Conference the following memorial to 
Congress: 

Memorial to Congress. 

Whereas for more than half a century the United States Government and the 
several tribal governments of the Indians occupying Indian Territory have seen the 
wisdom and necessity of prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquors within said Ter- 
ritory; and 

Whereas in the agreements recently entered into between the said Five Civilized 
Tribes and the Federal Government looking toward the allotment of lands in severalty, 
one of the conditions upon which the said Indians consented .to the extinguishment 
of their tribal relations, and to the jadmission of the white man to equal privileges of 
citizenship, was expressly stipulated as follows — namely, “The United States agrees 
to maintain strict laws in the territory of said nation against the introduction, sale, 
barter, or giving away of liquors and intoxicants of any kind or quality” (this being 
the language used in the treaty with the Creek Nation, the treaties with the other 
four tribes containing words to the same effect) ; and 

Whereas such agreements, containing such stipulation, were not only duly signed 
by the Dawes Commission representing the United States, but were subsequently ap- 
proved by Act of Congress; and 

Whereas the statehood bill commonly known as the Hamilton Bill, now pending 
before the Senate of the United States after passing the House of Representatives, 
makes no provision for the fulfillment of this sacred pledge; therefore be It 

Resolved by the Tennessee Annual Conference now assembled at Gallatin, Tenn., 
on this 24th day of October, 1904, That we do hereby respectfully invite the attention 
of the honorable Senate of the United States to the omission from the said Hamilton 
Bill of any provision fulfilling the said pledge of the Federal Government, and beg 
to represent that such omission, if not cured, would seem to constitute an act of 
bad faith on the part of our Government toward a helpless people; and we do hereby 
most earnestly memorialize the Congress of the United States to include, in whatever 
form of State government may be given to Indian Territory (among the several 
other requirements already stipulated in said Hamilton Bill and which may be 
approved by Congress as conditions precedent to statehood), the incorporation of an 
effective provision in the constitution of the new State against the sale of intoxicating 
liquors within the borders of what is now known as Indian Territory, according to 
the terms and meaning o*f the sacred pledges of the Federal Government to the said 
Five Civilized Tribes. A. C. Couey, Chairman;

The above is a brief outline of 
his life and work. He was an itinerant 
Methodist preacher, a man of one work, 
and sincerely devoted to his work. The 
ministry of our Lord Jesus Christ was 
the business of his life, and all else was 
made subservient to this. He cherished 
the most grateful appreciation of his 
calling and position in the ministry. For 
thirty years he went in and out before 
his brethren, and no man among them 
was better known or more tenderly loved. 
The unequivocal confidence of his breth- 
ren was his well-deserved heritage. The 
blessing of God was upon him. He was 
richly endowed by nature. By acquire- 
ment he was competent and well qualified 
for a great work. His life w^as an ap- 
proved link in the chain of a noble line- 
age. His ancestors were people of intel- 
lectual force, literary culture, and pa- 
triotic endeavor. His father was an edu- 
cated man, and an educator of evident 
ability in his day. With his call to the 
ministry he realized more than ever be- 
fore the importance of thorough intellec- 
tual training. He graduated from Emory 
and Henry College with distinguished 
honors, and afterwards was always af- 
fectionately devoted to his Alma Mater. 
He was fond of books, and usually mas- 
tered thoroughly what was undertaken. 
But his greater study was in the practi- 
cal field of human life. He loved hu- 
manity, and studied human character and 
human needs "with abiding and unwearied 
interest.

He was regarded as every- 
body’s friend because he showed himself 
friendly to all. No one ever had a better 
friend than he was. In the strong, con- 
genial friendships of a lifetime he was a 
friend that sticketh closer than a brother. 
Grentle manhood is the primary quali- 
fication for favor, usefulness, and success 
in any vocation. Many who are other- 



wise competent fail in the pursuits of life 
for the want of this one essential quality. 
It is especially needful in the Christian 
life. “The servant of the Lord must be 
gentle unto all men.” By birth and 
breeding he was a gentleman of the no- 
blest type. In character he was strong, 
self-respecting, and always considerate of 
others. His superior magnanimity was 
always apparent in his gentle attitude 
tow'ard a vanquished antagonist, and es- 
pecially toward his inferiors under all 
conditions.
